A MOVING memorial dedicated to the 
Harlow mum and her five children killed in 
an arson attack last year is now being 
installed in the playground of the primary 
school where three of the young victims were 
pupils. 

Dr Sabah Usmani (44), sons Sohaib (11), 
Muneeb (9) and Rayyan (6) and daughters 
Hira (12) and Maheen (3) all died after the fire 

- which police believe was started deliberately 

- tore through their end-of-terrace home in 
Barn Mead last October. 

But their names will live on thanks to the 
fundraising efforts of husband and wife Neil 


and Donna Betteridge, of Abbotsweld, who 
have worked tirelessly to raise an 
astonishing £15,000 to pay for a lasting 
tribute to the family at Abbotsweld School. 

Work to install five memorial benches - 
each inscribed with the name of one of the 
young victims - and a canopy representing 
their mother is now under way, while a 
£12,000 ‘jungle gym’ donated by 
Hampshire-based play equipment 
firm Fawns has already been erected i 
in the playground. 

Neil told the Star he and Donna 
had been “overwhelmed” by the 
public’s response to their appeal.

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Builder jailed for 
knifing dog owner 

A MAN who knifed a woman on a 
Harlow street during a row over her 
dog has been jailed for four years. 

Chelmsford Crown Court was told 
that builder Barry Ansell, who has a 
string of previous offences for 
violence, slashed the woman’s hand 
with a knife after she went to the 
aid of her pet. 

Ansell (36), from Thetford in 
Norfolk, was said to have trodden 
on the dog in the build-up to the 
stabbing, which happened in The 
Stow on October 22 last year. 

He was caught by police two days 
later hiding in his loft. 

Ansell, who pleaded guilty to 
wounding the dog owner, was 
living at an undisclosed address in 
Harlow at the time of the attack. 

His actions were filmed by a 
CCTV camera, footage from which 
was shown in court. 

Recorder Ian Evans said Ansell 
had caused his victim - who cannot 
be named for legal reasons - serious 
injury. 

“You had trodden on her dog and 
during an argument between you 
and her you had possession of a 
knife which you had picked up 
from the floor,” the judge said. 

He added that Ansell had a 
number of previous convictions for 
assault. 

Carjack accused 
held in custody 

FOUR men arrested after an alleged 
carjacking in Harlow have been 
sent for trial at Chelmsford Crown 
Court. 

The incident happened in Priory 
Avenue on April 7 when a woman 
claimed to have been dragged from 
her vehicle by a gang of men who 
stole her mobile phone before 
driving off in the vehicle. 

Craig Lynn (25), Terry Fryatt (25), 
Alfie Wiseman (19) and Jamie Hunt 
(20) - whose addresses were given 
as the Oasis Hotel in Hart Road - 
have been remanded in custody by 
Chelmsford Magistrates to 
reappear at court on June 17 for a 
plea and case management 
hearing. 

Lynn and Hunt have been charged 
with burglary and robbery, while 
Fryatt and Wiseman have been 
charged with burglary. 

A fifth man - aged 36 - was 
arrested for burglary and granted 
police bail until June 27.

Travellers refuse 
to leave common 


HARLOW Council is set to 
launch legal proceedings agai¬ 
nst travellers trespassing on 
Latton Common. 

The group set up camp on the 
council-owned land on Friday 
afternoon and have since 
ignored repeated requests to 
vacate the site. 

According to the authority, 
the travellers - who came to 
Harlow to attend a weekend 
wedding at the Maypole Sports 
& Social Club in London Road - 
originally agreed to leave by 
Monday at 11am, but later 
reneged on the deal. 

The Star understands they 
decided to stay on after being 
offered landscaping and 
garden-ing work in the local 
area. 

Now, almost seven days since 
the convoy of 20-plus caravans 
rolled onto the common, the 
council is poised to take legal 
action against the group. How¬ 
ever, it could still take more 
than a week for the eviction to

police in accordance with 
established protocols and it is 
in contact with the travellers. 

“Residents expect us to protect 
the town’s green spaces and 
uphold the law and that is what 
we will do. We have asked the 
travellers to leave the site and 
the next step for the council is 
to take formal legal action. 

“We appreciate that this must 


be frustrating for residents but 
there is a legal process to 
follow.” 

The Star has been inundated 
with calls from residents com¬ 
plaining that the council had 
not acted swiftly enough. 

One said: “Why has it taken 
this long for the council to act? 
It’s been almost a week already 
and there’s still no sign of them 
leaving - it’s like the council are 
scared to confront them. 

“You can bet your life that 
when they do eventually leave, 
the whole area will be a tip. 

“But naturally they won’t have 
to answer for their actions - it’ll 
be us council taxpayers who’ll 
be left to foot the bill as usual.” 

Another resident said: 
“There’s already mess every¬ 
where. How do they get away 
with it? 

“If anyone else dumped a load 
of their rubbish on council- 
owned land they’d be done for 
fly-tipping in an instant, so why 
haven’t they been charged?”

SIR, Cllr Mike Garnett should be given 
the George Orwell award for Soviet- 
style propaganda ( Letters , April 18). 

The mean and squalid ‘bedroom tax’ is 
presented as a means to provide people 
with homes. Already in Harlow if you 
have the misfortune to lose a relation, 
the policy is to force you to downsize 
because you are under-occupying. 
Practically as soon as your relation 
is buried you have a stream of letters 
demanding this. 

So this execrable policy is already 
in place - against any idea of human 
decency. 

Cllr Garnett talks about the “usual 
mix of lies and smears”. This from 
a councillor whose colleagues 
completely invented the ‘bedroom 
subsidy’ to make it look as though 
council tenants were receiving 
something extra which was being 
ended. 

If you are living in private rented 
accommodation and someone dies 
or leaves home you are not asked to 
downsize and the private landlord 
would not ask you to do so. 

The other fantasy is that Harlow 
is awash with one-bedroom flats 
for people who are being forced to 
downsize. The ones that do exist are 
squalid and poky, but the council still 
expects people to dump furniture, 
books, the piano and a lifetime of 
memories to suit their administrative 
needs. 

The attempt to mislead also includes 
the one statistic which can be verified - 
88,000 council houses were being built 
in 1980 when Mrs Thatcher had been in 
office for six months, all started under 
a Labour government and as many as 
possible stopped by Mrs Thatcher. 
Those who had money could buy their 
council houses and many now live as 
one person in a three-bed house. Those 
who had no money had to squeeze 
into what was left as there was a virtual 
moratorium on council house building 
- and the proceeds from sales could not 
be used to build more. 

Cllr Garnett chooses the First World 
War as his starting date for large-scale 
council house building but it didn’t 
start till the 1940s under a Labour 
government. 

The blatant dishonesty of the Tory 
position is underpinned by their 
breathtaking arrogance. Lord Freud, 
who is in charge of the policy, said the 
country cannot afford spare bedrooms 
for people in social housing. Iain 
Duncan Smith agrees with him, yet 
people on really low incomes often only 
get to see their relations if they have a 
spare room where they can say 
This policy of housing clearance is 
Stalinist. People are not human beings, 
they are just units to be pushed around 
because they have no wealth and, 
therefore, no power. If you have no 
money you can be downsized like any 
serf until you cease to under-occupy by 
ending up in a wooden box.

Tesco determined to 
close warehouse site

This might have been acceptable if the 
company was struggling financially but 
clearly this is not the case.

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Newhall residents facing a parking crackdown 


RESIDENTS of the Newhall devel¬ 
opment in Harlow have been 
warned they could be hit with hefty 
fines after the development’s own¬ 
ers outlined plans to tackle ‘unac¬ 
ceptable parking contraventions’. 

Newhall Projects is planning to 
hire a private firm to deal with 
breaches of estate regulations and 
issue penalty charge noticess. 

According to the consultation, 
“parking contraventions” include 
parking on pavements and kerbs 
and leaving commercial vehicles 
outside homes instead of inside 
garages. 


But some residents branded the 
crackdown unfair. One man, who 
did not want to be named, said: 
“My only vehicle is a commercial 
van. My insurance will now shoot 
up and I don’t see why I should be 
penalised. Where am I supposed to 
keep my van if I can’t keep it outside 
my own home?” 

A spokesperson for Labyrinth 
Properties, the management com¬ 
pany for Newhall, said: “Enfor¬ 
cement of parking restrictions is 
due to start soon. 

“Over the course of the last year 
we have been trying to find a solu¬ 


tion to the high number of com¬ 
plaints from residents about incon¬ 
siderate parking. 

“Following residents’ feedback, 
we have reconsidered the parking 
enforcement of commercial vehi¬ 
cles on driveways and allocated 
bays. 

“There will be no parking enforce¬ 
ment for residents who have com¬ 
mercial vehicles parked on drive¬ 
ways or allocated bays and the 
landowners have agreed for a pri¬ 
vate car park to be used as an inter¬ 
im solution for those parking on the 
street.” 



Victory in railway 
fence campaign 


AN animal lover has won an 
important victory in her two- 
year battle to get new safety 
fencing erected along a dang¬ 
erous railside pathway running 
through Harlow Town Park. 

Kim Herbert (53), of Altham 
Grove, lost her beloved hearing 
dog Cassie in 2009 after the ani¬ 
mal ran onto the line while the 
pair were walking in Maymeads 
Marsh. 

The distraught dog owner then 
launched a campaign and 
online petition calling on Net¬ 
work Rail to improve safety by 
fencing off the stretch of track 
running between Harlow Town 
Station and the Templefields 
industrial estate. 

Network Rail refused to erect

barriers along the path after 
deeming existing trackside bor¬ 
ders “fit for purpose” - but 
Harlow Council has now 
stepped in, installing new safety 
fencing along one of the most 
dangerous sections of pathway. 

Kim said: “Although this is not 
completely fencing off the rail¬ 
way line, it does prevent access 
underneath the bridge which is 
where Cassie was killed and 
where dogs are still getting onto 
the lines. 

“The battle with Network Rail 
continues but I am so grateful to 
Harlow Council. It has stepped 
in where they failed. 


“It’s a small contribution but it 
will make a big difference.” 

Cassie’s Fence petition has 
received more than 7,500 signa¬ 
tures and has evolved into a 
national campaign calling for 
all tracks to be fenced off in 
public parks. 

“I won’t give up until the line is 
safe,” Kim added. 

Phil Waite, Harlow Council’s 
cabinet member for the envi¬ 
ronment, said: “The council has 
supported the campaign from 
the very start and put pressure 
on Network Rail to take action, 
which they never did. 

“In early April we installed a 
fence which secures the Town 
Park boundary in the interest of 
community safety.” 


MP steps up campaign

Last year 87.62 per 
cent were offered their 
first choice, with 6.43 
getting second and 
2.45 per cent third. 

Only 2.72 per cent of 
parents could not be 
offered any of their 
preferences, compared 
to 3 per cent last year.

RUNNERS from across Harlow were out in 
force on Sunday as they took to the streets of 
the capital to take part in this year's Virgin 
London Marathon. 

Lawrence Peddle (31), of Great Brays, crossed 
the finish line in a time of 4 hours 34 minutes 
after taking on the challenge in memory of his 
cousin, Danika, who died last year at the age of 
22 from cystic fibrosis.

Mum-to-be and TV producer Naomi 
Channell (27), of Bush Fair, ran in aid of 
the British Heart Foundation despite being 
10 weeks pregnant. She raised £2,500 for the 
charity. 

“I jogged the whole way but gently because 
I’m pregnant,” she said. “It’s certainly a story 
to tell the baby when it’s born in November!” 

Marathon veteran Stephen Hulcoop, of Five 
Acres, hopped, skipped and jumped his way 
around the course for the 24th time in a row, 
crossing the finish line in 5 hours and 36 sec¬ 
onds. 

The retired 68-year-old, who raised £1,500 for 
Housing justice - a small homelessness charity 
where he volunteers - said: “The atmosphere 
was brilliant and the crowds were great.

Les forced off road 
by insurance row 


A PENSIONER whose car was 
damaged when the roof of his 
Harlow Council-owned garage 
collapsed has blasted the 
authority for refusing to foot the 
bill for repairs. 

Les Coben (84), of Rectory 
Wood, could now be forced to 
declare his vehicle off the road 
because he cannot afford his 
inflated insurance premium, 
which has more than doubled 
since the council refused to 
accept liability for the damages. 

He claims he warned the 
council the roof was leaking and 
needed replacing weeks before it 
collapsed, but this week the 
authority insisted it never 
received a formal complaint. 

“Because they won’t accept it 
was their fault my insurance 
company has had to cover the 
£700 cost of repairs, meaning my 
renewal premium has rock¬ 
eted,” he told the Star.

“I simply can’t afford to pay it, 
so it’s left me with little choice 
but to declare my vehicle off the 
road.” 

Mr Coben, who is chair of tru¬ 
stees at Harlow Welfare Rights & 
Advice, said he reported the leak 
to Contact Harlow weeks before 
the collapse, which happened 
over the May bank holiday 
weekend last year. 

“After I telephoned Contact 
Harlow, they sent out a guy from 
Kier Harlow to assess the 
problem,” he said. “He took one 
look at the roof and told me it 
would need replacing and said 
he would put me on the list for 
repairs. 

“That was before Easter, a 
couple of weeks before it event¬ 
ually collapsed. But the council 
has told their insurance firm I 


never even reported the problem. 

“I’m absolutely fuming. Not 
only have they robbed me of my 
independence, they have accu¬ 
sed me of lying.” 

Mr Coben’s insurers have now 
launched legal proceedings 
against the authority in a bid to 
recover the cost of repairs to his 
car. 

A council spokesman told the 
Star there was “no evidence” it 
was at fault. 

“The council and its insurers 
have acknowledged and invest¬ 
igated Mr Coben’s claim and 
have denied liability on the basis 
there is no evidence presently 
available to indicate the incident 
occurred as a result of any fault 
on the part of the council. 

“Court proceedings have been 
issued by Mr Coben’s insurers 
which will of course be dealt 
with by the council’s lawyers in 
the appropriate way.” 


Tributes paid to Labour stalwart

A RESPECTED former Harlow 
councillor who spent 30 years 
on the authority has died at the 
age of 93.

Mr Cave served on a variety of 
committees and chaired the 
council from 1983-84. He 
was presented with a 
certificate recognising 
his outstanding 
contribution to civic 
life in May 2003.

He helped select watercolours 
for the council’s collection and 
played a key role in negotiating 
the acquisition of the Collins 
cycle collection, part of which 
was lost when the cycle museum 
closed. 

Former Harlow MP and close 
friend Stan Newens said this 
week: “John was a delightful 
person who was well-known and 
deeply respected for the 
significant contribution he 
made to Harlow over half a 
century.” 

Mr Cave is survived by his wife, 
Celia, who served alongside him 
as a councillor. He also leaves 
two sons, two stepsons and eight 
grandchildren.

Ambulance chief 
plans ‘complete 
transformation’ 


A STRATEGY to “completely 
transform” the region’s 
ambulance service has been 
launched following criticism over 
its response times. 

The East of England Ambulance 
Service NHS Trust is to recruit 
more staff, curb levels of staff 
sickness and overhaul its 
management structure as part of 
the turnaround plan. 

In a frank introduction to the 
document, EEAST interim chief 
executive Andrew Morgan admits: 
“We are letting both patients and 
staff down. This is not acceptable 
and we need to completely 
transform the organisation to 
better support our patients and 
staff.” 

The report highlights poor 
morale with a lack of leadership 
and high levels of absence through 
sickness. “There are too many 
managers and not enough 
management,” it adds. 

It also highlights a lack of 
resources, including over-reliance 
on rapid response cars instead of 
ambulances.

Mr Morgan added: “We need to

improve the service we give to 
patients and better support our 
dedicated and committed staff. 

“In addition to recruiting more 
people and putting more vehicles 
on the road earlier this year, we 
have developed short and medium 
term actions and, coupled with 
our organisational development 
strategy to better empower staff, 
these will help to start to transform 


the service. 

“Transforming the organisation 
will take time but we have the staff 
and the focus to turn things 
around together.” 

The plan includes recruiting 82 
specialist paramedics, 149 
paramedics, 24 emergency 
medical technicians and 96 
emergency care assistants. The 
service will aim to achieve a one 
per cent decrease in frontline 
sickness every month. 

Measures are also being 
introduced to devolve 
management and develop clear 
career pathways for frontline staff. 

The Government is keeping a 
close eye on the progress made by 
the service on the orders of health 
minister Lord Howe, who stepped 
in after ambulance chiefs were 
summoned to Westminster by 
local MPs concerned about missed 
targets for response times. 

Last month, the Care Quality 
Commission found that 
improvments were required in 
standards of care, treatment and 
support.

“We were hoping to raise a 
few thousand to help pay for 
some kind of memorial, but 
we never expected the res¬ 
ponse we ultimately got. 

“We’re just happy that 
something positive has come 
out of so much sadness.” 

The children’s father, sole 
blaze survivor Dr Abdul 
Shakoor, has been invited to 
attend the official unveiling 
of the memorial, which is 
expected to be complete by 
mid-May. 


“I’ll be speaking to Dr 
Shakoor this week and we 
hope he will be able to attend 
what will undoubtedly be a 
moving ceremony,” Neil 
added. 

“No-one can possibly 
imagine what he has had to 
go through. I I hope this 
memorial and the story 
behind it will show him that 
the whole community is 
behind him at this most 
tragic time.” 

Neil said the couple would 
now turn their attention 
towards raising more money 


in the hope a separate tribute 
can be installed at the 
neighbouring infants school 
where six-year-old Rayyan 
was a pupil. 

“Another bench is already 
going into the playground at 
the infants school but we’re 
hoping to add to any money 
left over from our main 
appeal so we can pay for 
another memorial,” he 
explained. 

“We want to create 
something lasting so that 
these children and their 
mother will never be 


forgotten. 

“Even when their friends 
have moved on, the next crop 
of children joining will be 
able to enjoy the play 
equipment and find out why 
it was installed in the first 
place.” 

Neil and Donna are now 
searching for volunteers to 
assist with the installation of 
the memorial.

How the shake-up of the welfare 
benefits system could affect you

THIS year there have been 
a great many changes to 
the welfare benefits 
system. 

We have already seen the 
introduction of what has 
become known as the 
‘bedroom tax’ for social 
housing tenants, which will 
mean a reduction in the 
amount of Housing Benefit 
payable if the tenant has a 
spare bedroom. 

There are some 
exemptions to this relating 
to disabled children, foster 
carers and members of the 
Armed Forces, for example. 
There is also the possibility 
of applying for a 
Discretionary Housing 
Payment to assist with the 
shortfall between rent 
payable and the award of 
benefit. 

Council Tax Benefit has 
been transferred to local 
schemes, resulting in a 
reduction in the amount of 
benefit payable for many 
local residents. 

Most pensioners are not 
affected by the ‘bedroom 
tax’ or reductions in 
council tax benefit. 

In October we will see the 
introduction of Universal 
Credit, which will replace 
nearly all of the means- 
tested benefits such as 
Income Support, Tax 
Credits and Housing 
Benefit. 

Another change from 


June is the replacement of 
Disability Living Allowance 
for working age claimants 
with the Personal 
Independence Payment. 
This will affect new 
claimants initially but will 
gradually be extended to 
existing claimants as well. 

Personal Independence 
Payment differs greatly 
from Disability Living 
Allowance and is decided 
on a points-based system. 

There are two 
components - mobility and 
daily living - and each of 
these two components are 
payable at two different 
rates, standard and 
enhanced. 

There is no equivalent to 
the low rate care currently 
payable. The walking 
distance generally 
accepted as meaning a 
person is entitled to the 
high rate of mobility will 
reduce significantly under 
PIP. 


For some people it would 
be beneficial to make a 
claim for DLA before the 
change; for others it may 
be more sensible to wait 
until the introduction of 
PIP. 

• Harlow Welfare Rights & 
Advice is currently 
assisting Harlow residents 
with health problem or 
disability who are 
experiencing difficulty 
with their benefits or 
simply need advice on their 
entitlements and have been 
unable to obtain this 
elsewhere. 

We are also able to advise 
residents on debt issues, 
whether or not they have a 
health condition. 

HWRA will be holding an 
advice event outside the 
Advice Centre in East Gate 
on Wednesday, May 1 from 
10am -2pm. Do come along 
if you feel you would 
benefit from this.

Tom’s marathon effort 
for endurance runners 



H arlow was well 

represented in Sunday’s 
Virgin London Marathon 
- but it wasn’t too long ago when 
the town hosted its very own 
endurance race. 

It was local resident Tom 
Bradey, of The Maples who first 
suggested the idea to the town’s 
athletics club back in 1965 and 
he went on to organise the event 
for the next 19 years. 

The 73-year-old, who is now 
retired, said: “Back then I was a 
member of Harlow Athletics Club 
and also sat on the committee. 

“I suggested that Harlow would 
make a great place for a 
marathon because the way the 
town, which was fairly new then, 
had built around all the cycle 
paths. 

“Everyone was really enthused

by the idea and they said I should 
organise it. It was quite an 
undertaking, but I did all the 
organising on my own, with a 
little help a week or so before the 
event and during the actual 
marathon.” 

One of Tom’s key duties 
included making any required 
changes to the 26.2-mile course 
as the geography of the new town 
changed over the years. 

He also wrote out ceritifcates 
for the runners and sourced and 
awarded prizes for the first 30 to 
cross the finish line. 

“Planning and preparing for 
the marathon would last at least 
two or three months,” said Tom. 
“It was hard work and after 18 


races I was ready to leave. But the 
19th race marked a century of 
the athletic assosication so I 
agreed that would be my last 
one. 

“But then, for the 25th race a 
few years later, I was asked to 
take charge as the guy who had 
taken over from me was moving 
away.” 

The Harlow Marathon 
continued until the early 1990s 
after spanning four decades. 

Tom said: “The marathon was 
my baby, and I loved being a part 
of it. I used to write the 
programme by hand before 
getting it typed up, which I don’t 
think any other marathon did 
then. 

“It was hard work, but it was a 
labour of love and I really 
enjoyed it.”

Pepper Potts (Gwyneth Paltrow) 
on hand to soothe him as the 
pair have moved in together. 

It's not long, though, before 
their domestic bliss is thwarted 
by a two-pronged attack - the 
arrival of biologically advanced 
super-powered humans and the 
mysterious figurehead of a terror 
group known as The AAandarin. 

The special effects are faultless 
and deserve to be seen in 3D 
while Iron AAan's suit, which 
appears like a swarm of bees 
and attaches itself piece by piece 
to Stark, adds extra interest.

GARDENING#

GARDENERS who didn't want to venture out 
in the freezing weather at the beginning of the 
month may now be looking at a moss-ridden, 
lumpy lawn with scatterings of bald patches, a 
world away from the velvet carpet of grass they 
desire. 

But there's still time to give 
your lawn a boost, even if it 
might look a bit forlorn now, 
or consider re-seeding or 
turfing if you think it's beyond 
hope. 

If you have loads of moss, 
it's worthwhile applying a 
moss killer before you scarify, 
and wait a few days before 
raking it up. 

Improve badly draining soil 
by aerating the lawn, driving a 
garden fork into the ground all 
over the lawn when it is moist, making holes to a 
depth of 10-15cm (4-6in). I once bought a pair of 
lawn-aerating shoes, but they kept falling off so I 
went back to the old faithful fork. 

Others use hollow-tine lawn aerators which 
remove plugs of soil from the ground, but they 
are hard work and aren't very good on stony soils 
or heavy, dry soils. 

The holes you make allow air and water to get 
into the grass roots and should then be filled 
with a mixture of sharp sand and organic soil

conditioner to stop the holes from closing up. 

If the soil is heavy and air is forced out due to 
excessive rain, spread a large bucketful of sharp 
sand per square metre over the surface, working 
it into the holes with the back of a rake. 

Feed the grass with lawn 
fertiliser available at most 
garden centres. This can 
be done by hand, applying 
approximately two grams per 
square metre, and water it in. 

All lawns need good drainage 
and oxygenation, so scarify 
it with a springtine rake to 
remove thatch - dead grass 
that mats beneath growing 
grass - and moss. For larger 
lawns, it's worth renting a 
petrol-driven lawn scarifier to 
do the same job. 

Some lawn dressings incorporate a slow- 
release fertiliser but if this isn't the case, add 
a little amount of general lawn fertiliser (not 
containing weed or moss killer) before applying 
it. Make sure you brush it evenly over the area or 
it will become patchy when the fertiliser kicks in. 

A few weeks later, if your lawn is still patchy, 
oversow it lightly with a quality lawn seed. 

Once it's ready to cut, make your first few 
cuts, keeping the blades set quite high. If your 
grass is already long, give it a few cuts over a 



number of weeks, lowering the blades a little at 
a time, so that you cut the grass length down 
gradually. 

By summer, you should be mowing weekly, 
stepping up to twice a week when necessary, 
but don't mow the grass shorter than 2.5cm 
(1 in) high and keep on top of weeds in the lawn. 
Annual weeds which emerge in any bare patches 
will be removed by mowing. 

Of course, in the unlikely event that we have 
a sustained period of warmth in the summer, 
go easy on the mowing and don't worry about 
letting the grass go brown because it will recover. 

When you mow during drought, leave the 
cuttings on the lawn to stop the roots drying out 
and help keep in the moisture.

Y OU get nowhere by standing 
still, especially in the car¬ 
making game. And Aston Martin, 
an icon of British style and 
performance, is going all out in 
its centenary year; the whole 
range has either been refreshed 
or is brand new. 

The latest model to get the 
treatment is the Rapide. First 
introduced in 2010, it has now 
turned into the Rapide S. 

A bigger grille gives the Rapide 
S more presence and it gains a 
discreet rear spoiler to balance 
the bigger front splitter. There is 
a choice of a new 19in wheel 
design, too. 

These are relatively minor 
visual tweaks for what was 
already a stunning piece of 
design. The stretched 
proportions of the Rapide may 
seem exaggerated at first but no 
other rival seamlessly blends an 
extra pair of doors into a coupe 
shape. 

There are also mechanical 
enhancements, with the Rapide S 
gaining the new AM11 spec V12 
engine already seen in the new 
Vanquish. Admittedly, it has 
slightly less power than in that 
installation, but at 550 bhp the 
output is anything but small - a 
full 80bhp more than the 
previous Rapide. 

As before, drive is taken to the 
rear wheels through the six- 


speed Touchtronic transmission 
that offers automatic, sport and 
manual modes. The Rapide S 
also benefits from a revised 
suspension set-up, with new 
specification dampers tailored to 
its demanding requirements. 

But even with this 190mph 
four-do or GT, you start slowly. 
Slide into the driver’s seat and 
the cabin is a familiar blend of 
tasteful design and lush 
materials. 

If it’s not leather or chrome, 
then you don’t need to touch it, 
and although there are few 
changes from the previous 
Rapide it is a layout that works 
well, particularly thanks to the 
improved satnav system. 

You still have to perform the 
deliberate starting ritual, slotting 
the sapphire glass ’key’ into the 


slot before the mighty V12 fires 
up. A punch of the D button on 
the dashboard and with a 
squeeze of the throttle, the 
automatic handbrake releases. 

In the first few hundred yards a 
number of things become 
immediately apparently. Firstly, 
the increase in power and torque 
has made the Rapide S 
exceptionally effortless to drive 
at normal speeds. 

In standard mode, the long 
travel throttle allows careful 
applications of performance but 
you never need very much to 
gather speed comfortably. On the 
other hand, punch the Sport 
button and the throttle is 
sharper, giving you access to all 
that grunt even more easily. 

The next thing is how 
impressively the revised 


suspension performs. Aston 
Martins have always managed 
that most difficult of tricks, 
blending a ride comfortable 
enough for long distances but 
without sacrificing handling, but 
the Rapide S takes it even 
further. 

Helped by being the longest car 
to come from the company, it is 
remarkably supple and fuss-free, 
yet never floats or feels anything 
other than well tied down over 
bumps. 

Hit the damper button once 
and you switch into Sport, and 
even on lesser Spanish roads it 
still rode with deeply impressive 
composure. 

There's even a Track mode if 
you hold down the damper 
button for a few seconds, and 
while that proved a little too stiff 


on smoother surfaces, it refuses 
to be upset by bumps. 

And yet when you sharpen the 
Rapide S up for a challenging set 
of bends, it is more than up for it. 

Regardless of the suspension 
mode, it is composed, diving 
between bends with remarkable 
ease and managing to shrink 
around you. From the driver's 
seat you would have no idea that 
there were two seats and a 
sizeable boot behind you. 

The steering offers plenty of 
feel but isn’t hyperactive at a 
cruise, and the brakes are strong 
even after repeated hard use. 

Best of all you can have two 
friends in the back to enjoy the 
ride. Those rear seats are 
sculpted buckets more than the 
kind of flat chair you get in a 
normal car. The big transmission 
tunnel through the centre of the 
car is turned to its advantage, 
providing an ideal location for 
the rear air conditioning controls 
and a natural divider of the 
space. 

The Rapide S is undoubtedly 
competing in a rarefied sector, 
but that just means that the 
standards are exceptionally high. 

Yet this latest Aston takes the 
already-impressive Rapide and 
moves it to another level. No 
competitor can offer quite the 
same blend of performance, 
composure, comfort and 
elegance.

Lydia Greenway (27) and 
Beth Morgan (31) were in 
the 2009 England team that 
beat New Zealand to win the 
World Cup. 

The pair gave around 50 
students from Stewards 
School, Passmores School 
and Burnt Mill School plenty 
of variety on Friday. 

They visibly enjoyed the 
chance to bat, bowl and 
field. 

Greenway and Morgan are 
employed by the Chance to 
Shine scheme, which is 
designed to give youngsters 
in state schools the opportu¬ 
nity to play cricket. 

Morgan said: “It gives 
them the opportunity to have 
a go at cricket and it was 
great to hear one girl saying 
‘when can I have a bat?’ 

“There was some real 
enthusiasm and some good 
skill there. Hopefully they 
will come back to the club 
for the training nights.” 

She added: “We taught 
them basic skills and also 
had games as well.” 

Greenway added: “It was 
good to see them involved 
and 20/20 is an important 
form of the game to get 
youngsters interested.”

England pair together with 
the Deputy Leader of Harlow 
Council, Cllr Jean Clark, and 
members of the Elizabeth 
Way club.

Speaking before the big race, 
he added: “I shall still be run¬ 
ning, and I would hope that 
applies to all the other runners. I 
have not even for a second con-

The Harlow Running Club con¬ 
tingent raised a total of £20,000 
for charity and set new club 
records. 

They joined 34,000 others run¬ 
ners on what was a great day for 
spectating but, because of the 
constant sunshine, made it very 
warm for running a marathon. 

Tennant completed the race in 
6,279th place in a time of 3 
hours, 39 minutes and 38 sec¬ 
onds, 

First Harlow runner to finish 
was Steve Murtagh in 97th place 
in a fantastic 2:36.48, achieving 
a personal best (PB) time for the 
distance and setting a new HRC 
Vet 45 record. 

He was followed home by Jared 
Bethell (280th) in 2:43.35 which 
was also a PB. 


First Harlow woman was 
Louise Brass (3751st) in a superb 
3:23.55, just one minute outside 
her PB.
